1 was exposed to ham radio since I can remember: 
growing up with two hams as parents (YVSENI & 
YVSDTA) pretty much did it for me. 1 got my li- 
ccense when I was 14 while still in middle school, 1 
sure surprised my parents on that one, did not tell 
them that I had signed up for the test until the day 1 
took it. My first radio (Yaesu FT1O1E) was only 
capable of transmitting on CW, so that kind of 
forced me to learned code a bit faster. 


Right about a year after, my dad got the station 
upgraded, new towers, new antennas and of course 
new radio, Doing DX and Contesting from YV 
land is sure great! There something to say about 
being in a 3 point spot! 


While in high school, I joined the Caracas DX

We began by showing a video ftom CQ called 
Stared in Contesting" (tnx K4O), Filmed in 1993, 
most of the concepts were sll quite relevant: 


= 1OOW and a dipole stil qualifies asa contest station 
In fact, I lieve this is a better starting point than 
full power and yagis because i forces you to learn 
haw to Search & Pounce effectively and break pileups. 


~ Contesting = Operating 
‘Contesters have othr interests in the hobby, to, most 
‘commonly those inthe operating arena (DXing, traffic 
handling, county hunting, ete et) thought about 
‘renaming our club tothe Florida Operators Club, but 
that acronym is already taken, 


= KOSG was featured in the video. Tony was a member 
fof the FCG when he thought he'd be moving to FL, but 
that was delayed, He recommends" 

contests, so clearly he's not been to 9ALAL 


= NORM was heavily featured inthe video and Bob is 
likely to become a FL resident inthe near future, even 
ifall Stowers do not move with him. 


‘The 3 keys to sucessful contesting ae: 
1) Operator skill 

2) Antennas 

3) Location 

Being in FL already gives usa nice advantage in many 
contests, so we're 1/3 there already! 


‘Tips from KIAR: 
= Gain experience by operating in smaller contests. 
(Can you say "FQP"!) 


= When calling stations, tune from the bottom ofthe band. 
Well, agree witen in USB mode. But ifon the low bands on 
SSB or when using CW in LSB mode, | disagree. Then, you 
should tune from the top ofthe band down, 

= Use the high end ofthe band. 

‘Very usefil for low power and QRP stations, especially, but 
also usefil for bigger stations when the band is crowded. 


The N2RM gang was shown with pizza arriving, just prior 
to pizza arriving at our own forum room. 8 larges were 
devoured, along with iberal amounts of soda. 


KIEA outlined his station and discussed how they don't 
even use the 4.10 at 130! any more, because it is too 
high. That should serve as reinforcement to all of us that 
10M, more than any other band, is effectively useable 
with antennas at moderate heights. NATO can provide 
further insight on this topic, too. 


One of the final points that John made was that one of 
the best resources available is your local contest club 
and certainly the FCG tries to fill that role herein FL, 


‘The next topic on the agenda was "Contesting in Dominica" 
George, KSKG presented «great show of pictures from 
his multiple visits to J7 in recent years, most recently 

in COWW CW just few weeks ago with fellow FCGer 
John, WAIX. George has done a great job at getting the 
locals involved and brought lots of ARR publications to 
them on his most recent tip 


Jeff, WCAE then followed with photos and video clips 
fom the record-seting PJ2T effort in October's WW 
SSB contest. Several of usin the room have been to that 
exact QTH way back inthe"! 


Ron, WD4AHZ then discussed the Florida QSO Party in 
depth, beginning with the origin ofits rebirth in 1998 and 
citing some statistics to illustrate the tific growth in 

the FOP through this year, when the “logs received” count 
is more than double wit it was in 1998! Ron also discussed 
the WTI sofware that we are using to ad us with the 

log checking this time around 


KGSKG was back upfront to then show us many photos and 
describe the details of his lightning protection efforts at 

his current QTH. Highlights included an entry panel 
multiple ICE devices on incoming eoaxes and cables, 
welding the ground wire and ground rods, ete. All of that 
was still not enough to prevent some hefly lightning damage, 
aier which George added even more protection to other 
non-ham devices suchas cable TV, telephone lines, ee

Justa quick update on the EQP Log status 


‘A couple months ago we contacted WT4I, who produces the 
"CabelloTools" software package. He also provides log 
checking software for contest sponsors. He agreed to add log 
‘checking support forthe FQP to his software package. 


Beta Testing of the sofware (using 2 small sample of actual 
logs) is now complete, andthe software appears to work as 
expected, 


With that now behind us, and after a “tutorial” session be= 
tsveen log checkers is held, we plan to begin checking QP 
logs (for teal) during the contest "ul" after the 10 Meter 
Contest 


With this software now in our hands, we're hoping to be able 
to got results out a bit quicker in the future. 


Thanks for your patience as we go through these "growing 
pains"! With your help and support, the FQP has grown from 
213 logs in 1998 to 450 logs in 2002! With that many lon, it 
has become too large of a job to check them by hand. We 
needed some help - and we now have those tools 

available to help us, 


‘Some tips to make the process go smoother 


1) Use a computerized logging program (a free NA demo, 
which includes support forthe FQP, is available for dow 
Toad from the FQP Web site) 


2) you use a logsing program, PLEASE submit the CA- 
BRILLO file which the software creates. The log checking 
software ONLY accepts Cabrillo output, Much time is spent 
"ixing” many diferent formats of rveived logs. 


3) you insist on sending ina paper log, PLEASE write 
iegibiy! We do our best to read wha is written, but some- 
times we have to give it our best "guess" i something cant 
be read clearly. An error on our part could cost you a Q 
which we do our best to ry and avoid 


4) Double check what you typewrite! Many errors found 
are obvious typos", which we DO NOT correct. We do not 
fix "errors" during the entry process, so what you writetype, 
is what is checked, (We wll, however, try to "standardize 
the stacounty abbreviations, so the log checking program 
will recognize them. We DO NOT correct BAD 
Statelcounty exchanges) 


Regarding "unique" QSO's inthe log 
We DO NOT remove a “unique” QSO, UNLESS it ean be 
proven bad. Most "uniques" are infact, busted calls. The log 
checking software fags 
"niques", and then these are looked at closely, to determine 
© indeed “busted” or a true "unique". [Pit isa valid 
cannot be proven tobe "busted" it wil remain in 
your log, and count, 


And finally 


QP 2003 is scheduled for April 26 & 27, 2003! Rules are 
cn the FOP Website, and have been submitted tothe maga- 
zines and contest calendar Web sites.
